ABSTRACT 

Nucleic acid sequences encoding at least a portion of a polypeptide are directly 
incorporated into a plasmid by DNA polymerization or reverse transcription of a nucleic 
acid template. In particularly preferred embodiments, nucleic acid sequences 
encoding at least a portion of an antibody are directly incorporated into a plasmid by 
reverse transcription of messenger RNA (mRNA). 
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
